The 
muslin is not ripped away until the lace 
is ironed and has hung again in the air 
to become quite dry.

NeirHER the force nor the effect of 
Theodore Roosevelt’s victory at Saratoga 
can be correctly measured by the majority 
of votes received by him for the temporary 
chairmanship over Vice-President Sherman,

This at 
Victory the most was but the culmination of a 


somewhat local and largely personal dispute. 
The changing of a very few votes would 
have brought the former President 
humiliating defeat. If the result was satisfying to him and to his 
following, the opposition is able to point to a minority of such 
respectable proportions as to compel recognition and consideration. 
If the division should be taken to stand for Republican sentiment in 
the state, 1t would mean the complete overthrow of the party in New 
York next November. 

Colonel Roosevelt again demonstrated his ability as a practical 
politician by recognizing the demands of the situation almost 
immediately upon the announcement of the vote which made him 
virtually dictator of his party’s policy in the state. Ile saw at once 
that the margin by which he had achieved his victory and the 
conditions under which it was won would not warrant him in longer 
continuing the course he had been following since his return from 
Africa, and that, in particular, he must hasten to recede from the 
course Which he followed in his recent tour of the West.. Thus, 
we find that his speech before the convention at Saratoga, compared 
with his speeches at Osawatomie, Denver, Cheyenne, Chicago and 
Pittsburg, is like the utterance of another man. There is not a 
word here about the new nationalism, not a word in criticism of 
the supreme court, no fervid demand for the centralization of all 
power in the executive—nothing but a calm and graceful acceptance 
of Republicanism for what it has stood in the past, for what it 
stands in the present. There is no attempt to ignore the fact that 
William Howard Taft is at the head of the Republican’ party and 
at the head of the nation, but, rather, a reference to ‘“‘our able, 
upright and distinguished President” which brings the convention 
to its feet. There is no sweeping condemnation of the tariff, but, 
rather, commendation of the features of the Payne-Aldrich law 
which President Taft has praised at the cost of insurgent friendship 
in the West. And, more than all, instead of an appeal to passion, 
there is an eloquent and forceful and logical plea for harmony.

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It may be charged that.in all this Theodore Roosevelt has 
only shown himselt to be an opportunist. But this would 
be a superficial and unjust conclusion. Theodore Roosevelt in 
opposition, fighting for the place in New York politics which the 
bosses had deliberately refused him, like Theodore Roosevelt as 
a treelance western Wurist, was a very different person from 
Theodore Roosevelt chosen to guide the deliberations of a state 
convention whereof the proceedings are~likely to influence the 
politics of the nation for years to come. Responsibility begets 
discretion. The victory at Saratoga would be barren to Republicans, 
after all, if it should result in a party split that would spell defeat 
in November, and among all the leaders and all the bosses in the 
convention not one realized this, or was sobered by it, more speedily 
than the man whose leadership had brought the party to the very 
point of division. 

The resourcefulness of Theodore Roosevelt in politics will not 
be denied by his foes or allowed altogether to escape their 
admiration. ‘They must admit that he is as proficient at the game 
as the most experienced of them. And they mjust concede, in view 
of all the circumstances, that if New York is to be saved for the 
Republican party in November—and all realize that the odds are 
strongly against it—Theodore Roosevelt is the man to save it.

safe to say that had the efforts been directed toward reaching it in 
a speedier way the results would have been at least reaction and 
postponement, and perhaps temporary failure. 

That the spoils system was a menace to democratic institutions 
the great masses of the people failed to understand. The offices for 
decades had gone naturally with party victory; they were, indeed, 
the recognized fruit of victory, and a great deal of the opposition 
drawn forth by attempts to separate the civil service from partizan 
politics was the result of a widespread popular belief that the 
proposed change meant a departure that was un-American and 
possibly dangerous. The people have had to be taught, slowly and 
by degrees, that the elimination of politics and the promotion of the 
merit system tend to strengthen the national institutions, and that 
one of the things to be forecasted in this country is “the building 
up of an official class.” . 

The work has gone on steadily, and of late years without 
arousing a protest, until now the President has put his signature to 
a document that transfers between 7000 and 8000 assistant 
postmasters to the civil service list. No congressman and no 
President will need to bother any more with these. They have been 
removed from the list of those eligible for rewards for political work. 
They are no longer numbered with reference to the spoils. And the 
good work will not stop even with the assistant postmasters. 

Far away as it looked to everybody in Grover Cleveland’s time, 
far away as it may look to many now, the day ts evidently coming 
soon when even the first-class postmaster will be an official who 
has taken examinations, and has reached his high position not 
through political pull but through personal merit. 
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REPUPLICAN party leaders have cause for 
felicitation over the victory of Senator 
Henry Cabot Lodge in the Massachusetts 
caucuses, particularly because of its signif- 
cant bearing upon the national situation. For 
this result, apparently disposing of the belief 
that the insurgent movement would make 
itself felt as strongly in Massachusetts as it 
already has elsewhere, will tend to allay 
anxiety in some other supposedly rock-ribbed 
Kepublican states. The fact that Congressman Butler Ames’ sup- 
porters succeeded in nominating only two senators and three times 
as many representatives shows how futile was their much heralded 
campaign. It is worthy of note that the Republicans of Massachu- 
setts have again so cautiously refrained from forsaking the standard 
of a leader on whose long career is based his foremost claim to 
preferment. 

There was one actual point of disturbance in the otherwise fairly 
Harmonious proceedings, as it is not disclosed how much importance 
can be attached to the defeat of W. Scott Petérs, the Lodge candidate 
in the fourth Essex district. His opponent, Senator Arthur L. 
Nason, worked hard for the direct primary and other measures and 
avoided personal attacks on Senator Lodge. 

But one conclusion seems to be unavoidable, and it had been

reached by politicians of both sides before the rival campaigns were 


fairly started. The Republicans of Massachusetts saw no valid 
reason for ousting Senator Lodge by choosing to succeed him a can- 
didate whose qualifications were not so thoroughly understood. 
Senator Lodge is an accompl:shed man, a student of aftairs and a 
powerful organizer and leader. He is a national figure in the world 
of politics. The voters have now had their chance to pass again on 
his merits and qualifications as directly as the American system 
allows, and the returns are such that he has ample cause tor gratifi- 
cation.

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OPINION scems to be crystallizing among |j— 
both American and European manutacturers || 
against the enforcement by the - United 1 
States of the circular 
ordering that samples of goods exported be 
filed with its consulates. In, the case of 
France, particularly, the claim 1s advanced 
that unless the order is_ rescinded or 
modified considerably the business of 
manufacturers in that country and America 
will be seriously injured. There has been little said in defense of 
the plan, which may have a value not immediately apparent; but 
no reason appears why a full and free explanation by the proper 
authorities would not efface the cloud of misunderstanding that has 
arisen. The government, too, must consider’ the probability of 
retaliation by France, which unquestionably would bring strong 
protests from American manufacturers. 

The general public is not intensely interested in a matter of 
this kind until it feels the effects of any developments. But when 
it is understood that the order which 1s meeting with criticism may 
be prohibitive to the exportation of silks, cottons, lawns, laces and 
other materials from France to the United States, the American 
consumer is likely to take notice. -The samples order would not 
have been issued, of course, unless some good was expected to 
result; but the likelihood of interrupting international trade 
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relations cannot be viewed lightly. Nations, like individuals, need 
to exercise their ability to appreciate the opposite standpoint before 
acting arbitrarily. If the provision means lasting good its retention 
may be urged. But the United States government needs to act with 
the utmost circumspection in order to maintain friendly c mnmercial 
relations with France. The welfare of manufacturers in one 
country is constantly interwoven more with that of their brethren 
abroad. The claims of both sides should be unselfishly considered. 


WHATEVER the real merits of the labor situation in Germany, 
there can be only one opinion in regard to the necessity for preventing 
further violence and bringing about more peaceful conditions.

San DoMINGo is one of the smallest of the 
sister republics. It until 
recently as one of the most unpromising. 
Frequent revolutions and the threatened 
complete bankruptcy of its treasury impelled 
the United States a few vears ago 
undertake the administration of its financial 
affairs. At that time the public debt was 
$20,000,000. It has been reduced at the 
rate of about $100,000, gold, a month, until 
the total reduction to date is $7,000,000. The relationship that 
has sprung up between the two countries im the meantime has 
contributed toward the quieting of disturbances, the promotion of 
confidence and the revival of industry in San Domingo. It hag 
also afforded to American merchants an opportunity of trading in 
the republic on advantageous terms. As a great deal is being said 
at present with regard to the promotion of better commercial 
relations between this country and its continental neighbors, it will 
not be without interest to see how the San Domingo opportunity 

A bulletin issued by the bureau of statistics gives 
the essential facts. San Domingo in 1909 had an export trade 
amounting to SS, 1 13.600: an Import trade amounting to $4, 25.915. 
In that year the United States imported from San Domingo products 
to the value of $5,653,880 and exported to San Domingo 
merchandise to the value of $2,579,320. In three vears the total 
exports from the United States to San Domingo have been 
$8,388,998: the total imports from San Domingo, $10,700,257, thus 
bringing the total trade of the peridd up to a little over $19,000,000. 

Despite the advantages enjoyed by the United States, Special 
Agent Turner, in a report just issued, says that Germany 1s 
selling San Domingo agricultural implements annually of a value 
three times greater than those sold by the United States. American 
importers sell only. one third of the cotton goods brought into the 
republic. Trade in earthenware, in jewelry and in other articles 
that might easily be secured by American merchants goes to those 
of other countries. Nothing but neglect on the part of American 
exporters is held accountable. 

Here is a matter worthy of the attention of the chambers of 
commerce and other organizations interested in the building up of 
the country's continental trade. If the conditions reterred to exist 
in San Domingo, where all the circumstanees are favorable, what 
must be the state of things in the republics with which American 
relations are of the most formal character? 
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Ir must keep the White House cook busy to cater to such 
different tastes as those of the Chinese prince and the Sultan of Sulu.
